It Governor Manning had made no
mistakes; he could hardly be human.
The wikest statesman and the most
inr-secing man {n publie position can-

nol help veeaslonal errors of  Judpg-
moent, but as long as the good of the
state Is the controlling motive of ae-
tion no arm or Injustice can  be
done.

The present administration, sup-
ported by a general assembly that
ranks well with the best of leglslative
bodies In many years, has made a de-
clded step forward In material prog-
ress nnd reform for the good of the
slate, Constructive legislation in
South Caroline has been held back by
reactionury forces for a long time,
but & change has come and the peo-
ple are ready and demand of their
servants that they do something
worth while.

The Important constructive legis-
Iation that was passod at the last ses-
slon of the legislature makes quite an
atlractive program of reform meas-
ures for o start. Here are some of
then:

An act establishing o stale tax com-
misslon. The purpose of this law is
to equalize the burdens of texativs #c
that they may fall equally and with-
out discrimination upon our people.
Tax assessments are grossly unequal,
some clagses of property paying ten
times as much as other kinds of prop-
erty, and the effort is belng made to
overcome this and put all property on
¢xactly the same footing.

An act puttivg compulsory educa-
tion into force In the school districts
that deslre it. This reform begins
with the ides that the peopiv oi cach
school district, knowing local condi-
tions and understanding their own
pecullar needs, should have the right
to samy whether or not they desire

'l scheol nttendnnce to be compulsory.

It is a good beginning, and will lead
eventually to a statewlide act that can
be enforced becmuse the people will
respect the law and see that it'is car
rled out.

An act regulating primary <lections,
This law s broad and liberal, denying
to no white man the right to vote, but
seeing that elections are safeguarded
and protected agalnst abuse and
fraud.

An act creating a state board of
charities, The purpose of this law is

to afford better treatment to the un-
.turtnnaten in our asylums and penal
institutions, The treatment of pris-
onera especially has been primitive,
and In some c<ases barbaric, and the
possibllity of reclaiming the convicted
man and giving him a new start in
Jife when hls term is up has been
Five o little attention heretofore in
thie state. This board can do great
things for the public good, and it has
certainly mado a fine start.

An act plscing the asylum for the
insane upon a sound businesa and hu-
pisnitarian basis. The asyium has
been the football of politics in South
Carolina fof a long time, and a condi-
tion of inefficlerfey, extending over
many yoars, has brought the Inatitu-
tion far down the scale of good man-
agement. The new act is designed io
improve, it not to. revolutionize condl-
tions, and the work that has already
been done under the new board of
regents 18 proof positive that waste
of money is going to be prevented
and thet the best possible results
will be obtained.

These are leading reforms. Others
wil! follow, in the way perhsps of a
workable system of rural credits, a
warehoube system that will réeach the
gmall producer as well as the large
one, and other measures for the re-
llet and progress of the working nnd
produclng man,

Unoficially, Governor Manning act-
¢d as arbitrator in the sirike of the
Columbia street railway men, and the
successful manner in which he handi-
ed. the sitnation shows thet he has a

Boys are glven man-
ual training, they are taught useful
occupations, and above zll o supreme
eflort 18 made to stir into vigorous
life the good qualities that have lain
dormant through ldleness, viclousness
or ilu;lruuur attention st home,

The wayward girl has few friends,
She s an outcart, and she knows it

from the minute she makes her first
step In the path of sin. The injustice
of her treatment, the burning shame

of It, lles {n the fact that back of her
conduct, and usually the cause of It,
is the wayward man. And yel such
are the standards of soclety and such
Is the warped sense of justice In men
that the erring boy Is Invariably pro-
vided for first, though the young wo-
man is entitled to first consideration
becaure she {s not primarily at fault
and because the larger Interests of
sociaty demand that the mothers of
the race be shlelded fiom evil in-
fluence that undermine character.

There {8 now pending before t(he
gencral assembly of South Carolina a
bill to estnblish a reformatory school
for incorrigible girls, and there ap-
pears to he little doubt of its pas-
sage now that the state at large has
been brought face to face with the
dangers that beset wayward girls and
with the Injustice of treating themn as
outcasts, No better reforming in-
fluence than genuine {interest and
friendship, extended through state aid
and expressed in [ndividual efforts to
reach these girls and make twice-
born women of them, can be given
this unfortunate class oi our people.
With the state board of charliies and
corrections to supervise the work of
reformation along Inteliigeni and hu-
manitarian lines, there is & better
day coming for the wayward girl
whom soclety has forced to walk
friendless and alone.

A VICTORY OF PEACE

President Wilson's compieie victory
over German military autocracy fis
the one real important step ia the
direction of world wide peace
has been accomplished siuce the war
began. The fruits of his victory are
sure to be lasting, and he is entitled
Lo the thanks of a grateful natlon for
uteering the ship of state clear of
breakers and for maintaining the na-
tional honor without the shedding of
a drop of blood.

A BLOW TO THE ALLIES

—_—

The unexpected turn of cvents in
the Balkan states, resulting in the
chunge of front by Bulgaria, is per-
heps the worst blow the allies have
recelved since the war began, Had
Greece not abandoned: the polley of her
trcaty obligations to Berbla and her
interests as a natlon demanded, she
would have promptly entered the war
at the same time with Bulgaria but
as an antagonist of her one time Ally.
Thus the two armies, about egual in
strength, would have oiivet each
other and left the remainder of the
clashing forces more equal in num-
bers and fighting abllity.

The Dardanelles campaign has not
been very bright with promise of ul-
timate success. The allied forcer have
scarcely more than a toe hold on the
narrow peninsula, and unless a large
supply <f fresh troops {8 sent to the
relifef of those already there it is
doubtful if much further progress can
be made.

The entrance of Bulgarla will de-
flect the movemert of troops to the
Servian front where they will be im-
medintely needed, and altogether the
prospect now facing the allied powers
in the East has dan]oned into =a
grave and serious criafs.

The allies will win out, some time
and in some way, but the bloody lanc
now stretching before them runs in
o straight line of hardship and deadly
struggle and shows as yet no elgn of
turning. L
